The Dockers’ Strike. 


The best hope of an early settlement of 
the dockers’ strike consists in the assured 
calamity which its continuance for more 
than a few days must involve. Its menace 
is not a whit less terrible than that of the 
German submarine campaign in the late 
war. To-day will establish an almost com- 
plete paralysis of traffic at all the ports of 
Great Britain. In London the confusion 
will be rather aggravated than relieved by 
the decision of the union of stevedores, 
lightermen and dockers to2remaia at work 
on a basis of curtailed hours. This form 
of sabotage, known as a “stay in ” strike, 
is intended to secure a twenty-five per cent. 
increase of wages for the union, whose 
relations with the Transport Workers’ 
Union seem to resemble those between the 
rival. bodies of railwaymen. More than a 
million dockers will be idle to-day, and 
their strike will impose idleness on at least 
as many other persons whose work is 
essential to the feeding and warming of 
the people of these islands. London may 
be able to feed its vast population for 
another fortnight, but at the end of that 
time it will be faced with starvation. Last 
week London’s central. markets received 
2,000 tons of British and Irish meat and 
7,000 tons from South America and 
Australasia; but from the moment when 
the dockers ceased to unload the boats. the 
link was broken with every external source 


| of supply. Liverpool and the northern ports 


are in the same case. The strike of dockers 
in South Wales has stopped ithe supply 
of pit-props to the mines, anf within a 
few days thousands of miners’ will swell 
the mass of unemployment. The events of 
the last forty-eight hours have illustrated, 
with unpleasant force, the fact—which 
some of our patriots refuse to recognise— 
of Ireland’s economic dependence on Great 
Britain, Already our coa] supplies have 
been suspended, and, if the strike con- 
tinues, our factories must be closed; and 
the strike has stopped the export of Irish 
cattle. With this latter misfortune comes 
the news of an outbreak of disease among 
Irish cattle in Nottinghamshire and a 
consequent prohibition on further imports. 
It is, perhaps, some slight comfort that 
the two sentences will “ run concurrently.”’

Not only France, but 
Germany and Belgium, are very anxious 
to develop their trade with this country. 
The shops of Dublin are filled with non- 
British wares, and foreign traders are 
doiny their best to elbow British manu- 
facturers out of a market which is as 
lucrative as it is varied. The other side 
of the picture, however, is not so-pleasing. 
Irelandgent to France last year less than 
one-fifth in bulk of the goods which France 
sent to us, and probably the value of our 
exports was even smaller in proportion. 
Our exports to Germany were negligible, 
and most of the foreign ships that dis- 
charged their cargoes in the Liffey or the 
Lee either returned to their home ports 
with almost empty bottoms or went to 
Belfast or Liverpoo] to re-fill them. This 
sort of thing may be excellent window- 
dressing, but it is very bad business. The 
balance of trade is heavily in favour of 
the Continental exporters, and they are 
able to pay their accoants to their British 
creditors with Irish bills. 

When Ireland is able to send large 
cargoes of her produce to foreign countries 
we shall welcome direct trade with the 
Continent. In the meanwhile, however, 
we fear that some of those in authority 
are inclined to neglect our staple 
market, which they believe to be perfectly 
safe, in order to gratify our national 
vanity by bringing French and German 
ships to the Liffey. As we have said a 
hundred times, the British market is not 
perfectly safe. There was a time when 
Irish farm produce and Irish cattle had a 
virtual monopoly, but that time is no more, 
Now our farmers must compete oh unequal 
terms with the farmers of Holland, Den- 
mark and Switzerland, with the Russians 
in the offing, while Canadian stock-raisers 
are determined to make a frontal attack 
on our cattle trade. Lack of scientific’ 
methods and, we regret to add, a com- 
placent belief in the stupidity of the 
British consumer, have resulted in a 
decline in the quality of Irish produce. 
A day must come when the British 
consumer will refuse to buy inferior food 
if he can get food of good quality for 
the same, or even for less, money. Then 
what will become of Ireland's export 
trade? France or Germany will not help 
us, and our comfortable prosperity will 
melt like snow from a ditch. We do not 
say for a moment that this misfortune is 
inevitable or even likely; but the matter 
is far toe serious to be left to chance. 
Ireland must not forfeit the substance for 
the shadow. What. will it profit us to 
create a lively demand for Carrigeen moss 
in Paris or Berlin if we send doubtful eggs 
to Liverpool or watered butter to our best 
customers in Manchester or Sheffield? The 
best market in the world is at our door- 
step. Let us cultivate it to the full, and 
when we can sell nothing more to Britain 
ws can begin to look further afield. -

Tourist Traffic. 


Tourist traffic is becoming a world-wide 
industry, and now Turkey has entered the 
field of competition. Steps are being 
taken to make Constantinople increasingly 
attractive to visitors, and some .of the 
notions that Turkey’s new enthusiasm 
has inspired are more original than 
sensible. One is that Constantinople 
shall be turned into a modern European 
town. Its ancient charm—which is its chief 
attraction—would vanish if it became 
merely an inferior imitation of Paris or 
Brussels. Visitors expect “local colour,’ 
even at the expense of some loss of per- 
sonal comfort. “In Paris this want is met 
by the artificial provision of a phase of an- 
conventionality which is much appreciated 
by tourists, especially by those from. the 
other side of the Atlantic. The globe 
trotter is conservative to the pitch of un- 
reasonableness : he resents even the intro- 
duction of motor boats in Venice. Con- 
stantinople’s problems are not dissimilar, 
in an exaggerated form, from our own. 
Dirt and petty extortion are prominent 
among the disadvantages that must be 
overcome. Many of the older Turks, 
indeed, would like to reverse “the for- 
ward flowing tide of time”' and to go back 
to their old pastoral and nomadic exist- 
ence, We are too familiar with this atti- 
tude to fail to understand it, but it re- 


| ceives little sympathy from the more in- 


telligent and better educated class of

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DUBLIN DRAMA LEAGUE. 


"“ THE HOSTAGE.” 


Last — the Dublin Drama League, for 
its thir production of the present 
season, performed Pau) Claudel's three- 
play, ‘‘ The Hostage,” which was 
translated from the French by Major 
Bryan. Cooper. One is glad to notice 
that the League is apparently. gaining a good 
deal of ground among Dublin playgoers, for 
last night there was present a large audience, 
which was not by any means confined to 
League members. 

“The Hostage’’ cannot hope to rank among 
the best of the League's productions. It is a 
gloomy series of conversations, with little or 
no action until the last act, and when it does 
then come it seems to be somewhat unreal. 
The five characters in the play represent 
types, each with different ideals. The scene 
is laid in France at the beginning of the last 
century. Georges Vicomte de Codfontaine 
represents the ancien régime; he stands for 
all that it stood for. Upposed to him is Baron 
Turelure, the production of the Revolution. 
Geor has rescued Pope Pius from prison 
and bá brought him: to the home of his 
cousin, Sygne de Coúfontaine. Turelure, the 

owerful Prefect of the district, obtains the 
hand of Sygne in exchange for the safety of 
her cousin and the Pope. She detests this 
usurper, but her confessor, Father Badilon, 
urges her to make the sacrifice. Her cousin, 
Georges, however, cares more for the honour 
of his family and his house; he tries to shoot 
Turelure, but instead kills Sygne, and is then 
shot himself.

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A DUBLIN CONCERT 
HALL. 
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IMPORTANT SCHEME. 


The proposal to erect a citizens’: building 
and concert hall for Dublin is taking shape 
at last. A meeting to make the necessary 
arrangements will take place in the Mansion 
House to-morrow night at eight o'clock. 

The proposed building would include a large 
central hall and various smaller halls and 
rooms, which could be used for Feis Ceoil com- 
petitions, music recitals, lectures, exhibitions, 
meetings and receptions. 

It is possible that the Royal Hibernian 
Academy of Arts, whose ptemises were de- 
stroyed by fire during the rebellion of 1916, 
might see its way to co-operate with the pro- 
moters of the present scheme, and that, if a 
suitable site were obtained, the Academy 
might be willing to erect its premises there 
as a portion of the general plan. Thus, 
music, painting and other kindred arts might 
find their home in the same building. 

The Feis Ceoil Committee is prepared to 
subscribe about £500 towards the building of 
a proper concert hall, and the desire of the 
promoters is to interest large numbers of 
small subscribers, in the hope that sufficient 
money may be raised to induce some bene- 
factors to come forward and give liberally. 
A committee of trustees will formed at 
to-morrow’s meeting, and it is possible that, 
in view of the public importance of the move- 
ment, a free site for the hall may be obtained.

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THE DOCKERS' STRIKE.

The dockers’ strike is upon us, and, in

of Labour yesterday to avoid an 
egotiations defiziitely came 
to an end. It is expected that to-morrow 
wil] see strike in full swing. The 
gravity of the situation can be realised 
when it is méntioned that, if it should lag 
any le of time, workers affiliated to the 
dockers’ union, numbering over a million, 
will be drawn into the conflict. In such 
an event the distribution of the food sup- 
plies of the country will soon be placed in 
a parlous state. At the port of London 
alone s to the value of more than 
£500,000,000 are imported during the year, 
so that an idea can be obtained of the 
tremendous congestion which will arise 
should the strike prove a lengthy one. 
‘Food distribution experts incline to fhe 
opinion that food rationing will become 
necessary if the strike lasts longer than a 
few. days. There is y about & fort- 
night’s stock of meat in hand, and at 
Smithfield Market yesterday, while there 
was no marked increase in the price of 
meat, there was a considerable advance in 
the demand. People generally were buy- 
ing more than their usual week-end sup- 
phes. The cold weather may have had 
something to do with this increased 
demand, but in any case it was there. 
Millers and bakers are taking rather a 
grave view of the situation. Foreign wheat 
and flour stocks are low, and recent in- 
creases in prices have caused buyers to 
stand aloof., The price of bread goes up 
to-morrow. 


Inactive Ministry. 


The Ministry of Transport seem to be 
taking no steps to save the situation. In 
previous cases of a similar kind the 
arrangements have been. most exhaustive 
and complete ‘for distributing food supplies 
and have proved successful. If nothing of 
the kind is done on this occasion and the 
distribution | proves ineffective, the Labour 
Government may expect trouble. It no 
longer starids for trade unionism, but for 
the country, and the country will demand 
explanations if it fails. 


The Prime Minister. 


Mr. Macdonald has been Prime Minister 
for one month only, but already the strain 
is beginning to tell upon him rather 
heavily. His friends are expressing anxiety 
that he may have a bad break-down in 
health and be compelled to take a long 
rest. Mr. Macdonald is the one great 
asset of the Socialist Party, and 4 pro- 
longed absence would certainly have a 
marked effect on the fortunes of his party. 
It is becoming evident that he wall be 
unable to carry on the work of two depart- 
ments and that he will have to appoint a 
new Foreign Secretary. 


Labour Executive. 


The twelve members elected by the 
Labour Party to form an executive com- 
mittee comprise at least six who are in 
favour of the adoption of a full Socialist 
programme and are opposed to the 
moderate tendency adopted by the Govern- 
ment since its assumption of office. The 
powers delegated to the executive are of a 
far-reaching character, since by controlling 
the Labour Party it will, to a large extent, 
control the Government. Questions. of in- 
ternal administration of the party are to 
be dealt with by the committee, which will 
also choose representatives to serve on 
standing and select committees, and gener- 
ally will act as the liaison department 
between the Labour Party as a Govern- 
ment and the Labour Party as a political 
body. Unless Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is 
prepared to adapt his policy to the wishes 
of the executive there is a prospect that, 
sooner or later, pronounced friction will 


develop. 
French Foreign Policy. 


Letters received from Paris during the 
week-end indicate that the whole tendency 
of French foreign policy may be definitely 
changed. A combination of circumstances 
in no way connected with the efforts of the 
present British Government points to the 
probability of such change. The per- 
sonality of M. Poincaré is losing some of 
its dominance ; the financial policy of the 
French Government, which coed all the 
cost of the RFuhr. adventure under the 
heading of “ recoverable expenditure,’’ has 
lost its popularity, and the marked in- 
stability of the value of the wanc has 
alarmed not only*the commercial classes, 
but the whole community. The fall in the 
French exchange rate has contributed 
largely towards the increase in the cost of 
living, which has been severely felt, and 
has had considerable effect upon public 
opinion with regard to foreign policy. 


Inland Waterways. 


It is understood that one of the schemes 
now being ehnsidered by the Government 
for the reliéf of unemployment is the im- 
provement of the inland waterways. 
Several inquiries have been made, but the 
conclusions never have been sufficiently 
attractive to allow a start to be made on 
any extensive plan. It is generally agreed 
that if canals are to be made more useful 


as & means of transport, they must be 


greatly altered; for widening necessarilv 
involves a strengthening of the banks, ani 
there are difficulties connected with the 
locks which have to be considered. In one 
place in the South of England there are 
no fewer than twenty-nine locks in three 
miles, and such a canal as this can never 
hope to be a serious competitor with the 
railway or the motor lorry. There may be 
some. stretches in the midlands where the 
cheapness of water transport might «om- 
nsate for the slowness of transit—in 
farwickshire there 1s a run of sevenry 
miles through a busy industrial area wit!:- 
out a single lock—and it is upon these 
few canals that reconstruction work might 
prove remunerative. :

The announcement that the British Broad- 
casting Company is to erect outside London 
a, new. high-powered experimental wireless 
station, the largest of its kind in the world, 
has been received with the liveliest interest 
by broad-catchers throughout the country, . 

The station, will bean addition to the ordi- 
nary. broadcasting facilities. It is expected 
that it will be set up at Chelmsford imme- 
diately. The idea behind the station is that 
the range of every person in the country, and 
a radio link established with certain parts of 
the British Empire.

A MARKED INCREASE, 


PARIS, Sunday. 

During the past year the regular direct ser- 
vice between Trish ports and Le Havre and 
Boulogne transported a total of 10,578 tons of 
goods from France to Ireland, and from Ire- 
land to France, 1,970 tons. These figures 
are of particular interest, since although the 
Trish ports were practically immobilised for 
nearly four months by a dockers’ strike, 
French ‘exports to Ireland by this route practi- 
cally doubled, as compared with 1922, when 
the total was only just over 5,000 tons.

THE FIRST WEEK. 
From A POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The first Socialist Government in the 
history of Eng!and—hailed with joy by some, 
with dread by others—has now been sitting 
for nearly a week. From a Unionist point of 
view the proceedings have come rather as a 
surprise. The Prime Minister’s speech on 
Tuesday night almost might have been made 
by a Tory ‘‘die-hard,” so mild it was in 
character, while the stormy petrels of the 
Labour Party could not give tongue. It was a 
very tired-looking Premier who rose to explain 
his party’s policy. The dual Offices of Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary would tax the 
powers of any man, and to this must be added 
in the case of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald the 
anxiety, always present, of py ity together 
the extremists and moderates of bis party. 

In striking contrast to the haggard look of 
Mr. Macdonald was Mr. Baldwin’s cheerful 
face when he rose to answer the Premier's 
speech last Wednesday. The cares of office 
seemed to have fallen from his shoulders, and 
it was almost in jocular vein that the Leader 
of the Opposition addressed the House. As 
soon as his speech was finished Mr. Asquith 
crossed from the Government benches to those 
of the Opposition, and had the air of one who 
has perpetrated a great joke. He chided the 
Government benches as if they were a lot of 
school children and he the schoolmaster. To 


‘descend the social scale further, he was like a 


cat playing with a mouse. Mr. Asquith pro- 
bably will rue his little joke, and at the next 
general election will wish that his mannerisms 
on last Wednesday were not so pronounced. 

The first Government crisis incidentally was 
brought. about by this speech. Mr. Lansbary; 
who looks as if he might burst into tears at 
any moment, had much to say on the subject 
of Poplar. A very lively debate probably will 
take place this week on the Poplar motion, 
and. may elicit many pungent remarks from 
the wild men of Clydeside.

In a leading article The T'imea observes :— 
A.week’s experience confirms the view that 
the most notable distinction between this 
Parliament and its predecessors is not that the 
Government represents Labour, but that it re- 
presents a minority of the House of Commons. 
here will be an end, first and foremost, of 
the “snap ” division invotving the defeat of 
the Government by ambush on an unim- 
portant issue. Mr. Macdonald made it clear 
last Tuesday that he would accept defeat upon 
nothing less than ‘‘ substantial issues, issues 
of principle, issues that really matter.” 

A second change in Parliamentary pro- 
cedure 1s implied in the first, and is hardly 
less important. The Prime Minister intends, 
as, indeed, he is compelled, to leave more 
questions than of old to the decision of the 
House of Commons. The immediate case in 
point, of course, is the question of confirming 
the resolutions of the Imperial Economic Con- 
ferehce. Mr Macdonald found himself con- 
fronted here with a situation of considerable 
difficulty. The resolutions, which deeply 
concern the well-being of gréat parts of the 
British Dominions, were reached by a 
Government which had no doubt what- 
ever at that time of. their power to 
obtain Parliamentary sanction.. It would be 
disastroug..{o the Labour Party, which is 
dealing,- in some cases, with other Labour 
Goparamants that they should be. patently 
responsilb™ for crushing all those hopes. of 
development overseas which arose out of the 
Imperial Conferences. Nor, in fact, is there 
any reason to suppose that Mr. Macdonald’s 
individual supporters feel alike or feel 
acutely towards the idea of Imperial Prefer- 
ence. In these circumstances. it was in- 
genious, and might be the beginning of a 
very valuable practice, to proclaim the House 
of Commons as responsible. What really 
matters is that the responsibility thus trans- 
ferred should, beyond all question, be genuine 
and effective. he Government propose, it 
seems, to ‘‘indicate their views regarding 
each item in the programme,” and this con- 
dition in itself, unless. it is interpreted 
reasonably, must have a profound influence 
on their followers. 

From these facts and tendencies a third 
change must almost. inevitably follow. The 
disappearance of the ‘‘snap”’ division and 
the rehabilitation of the private member will 
go far to deprive of its importance the 
merely clever debating speech. It is ‘a 
House in which knowledge and character aré 
plainly going to count for a good deal more 
than rhetoric.

110,000 DOCKERS IDLE. 


The Times Labour Correspondent writes :'— 
The dock strike, which began with the cessa- 
tion of work at the ordinary time on Saturday, 
really takes effect to-day. On Saturday after- 
noons and Sundays there is very little work 
done as a rule, but to-day, a normal working 
day, all the ports of Great Britain will be idle. 
There is no precedent for a simultaneous 
strike in all the ports of England, Scotland, 
and Wales. Little doubt exists but that the 
strike will be complete, except to an extent 
not quite calculable in the Port of London, 
where about 8,000 dockers belong to another 
union than that of the Transport Workers. 
Approximately, 110,000 dockers will be on 
strike, as well as some 10,000 men of other 
trades employed at the docks. No other tn- 
dustry is immediately involved, but the road 
transport men—who belong to the same union 
as the majority of the dockers—and the rail- 
waymen wil] not forward any goods handled 
by “ blackleg”’ dockers. It has not yet been 
necessary to settle whether the members of 
the Stevedores’, Lightermen’s, and Dockers 
Union will, in the application of this prin- 
ciple, be regarded as “ blacklegs,”” but almost 
certainly they will be. 

An important step has been taken by the 
employers, who have decided to put jnto force, 
as from to-day, the final proposals they sub- 
mitted for the men’s acceptance, and to throw 
the docks open for work on those terms. Mr. 
Bevin, Secretary of the Transport Workers 
Union, at a meeting last night, charaeterised 
the decision, which was by then announced by 
posters on the dock gates,-as “a shilling for 
Judas.””

FRANCE'S ADVANTAGES. 


The signing by Spain of the Tangier Con- 
vention of December’ 18 last is the subject of 
editorial comment. 1a. he ‘Times, which re- 
marks’ that “impartial observers’ will “hardly 
deny that under the new afrangement France 
enjoys marked advantages. . It must not be 
supposed that the premier position which 
France has established for herself was 
acquired in the course of the recent pm sii 
tions. On the contrary; she then displayed 
a conciliatory spirit, and the British negotia- 
tors were able to secure a greater measure of 
internationalisation than at one time seemed 
possible. Ever since 1914 France, suzerain 
over the. greater part of Mofocco, has been 
increasing her hold on the Tangier zone. 
When the European War broke out ‘she: lost 
no time in expelling the German and Austrian 
representatives, and during the years that 
have intervened since then she got the 
Customs entirely into the hands of the (French) 
Controle de la Dette, and acquired the first 
place in shipping, in land ownership, in com- 
merce and in the public services. This was 
the situation the British negotiatorg had to 
face at the Conference in ris, and they 
must be credited with considerable success 10 
modifying it in the een interest. The 
neutrality and accessibility of Tangier to the 
trade of all nations have been formally 
established, and the place itself can hardly 
fail to gain by the new arrangements.

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ALL-BRITISH LANDING. 


PLACES CLOSED, 


DISEASE FOUND IN 
‘IRISH STOCK. 
a 


Once more the export of cattle from Ire- 
land to Great Britain ha® been stopped. 
Disease has been found among Irish ¢attle in 
Nottinghamshire, and for the present the 
landing of Irish animals at all British ports, 
except for immediate slaughter, has been pro- 
hibited, 

It is believed that the diseased animals, 
which were landed at Bristol, have been in 
England for several days. 

Inspectors of the Department of Agriculture 
in Dublin failed to find any trace of the dis- 
ease in lreland up to last night. 


OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The following official statement was issued 
in Dublin last night :-— 

On Saturday: last, the 16th instant, the 
Department of Agriculture and Technital In- 
struction were officially informed (by tele- 
gram) by the British Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries, that, owing to an outbreak of 


Nottinghamshire, that Ministry had on that 
day made an Order prohibiting for the pre- 
sent the landing of Irish animals at all British 
landing places except for slaughter within 96 
hours at the landing places. The Ministry 
also, strongly advise that, in view of the 
inadequate arrangements for the slaughter of 


‘pigs at the landing places, pigs should not 


shipped. They also stated that Irish 

animals already at the landing places were to 
be detained there, but that slaughter of those 
animals in the landing places would be per- 
mitted if so desired. : 

Immediately on receipt of the foregoing in- 
formation the Department got into communi- 
cation by telephone with their veterinary staffs 
at Waterford and Cork, and instructed them 
to take up at once the work of tracing the 
animals back to their farms, and examining 
all animals remaining there: They also sent 
special inspectors from Dublin to Carlow, 
Kilkenny and Tipperary, as it was known 
that some of the animals shipped with those 
found affected came from these counties. 

The inspectors have since been engaged on 
this work, and up”to last night (Sunday) 
they had completed a large part of it. So 
far they have not found any trace of foot- 
and-mouth disease. 


Veterinary Inspector (Mr. R, V. Flannery, 
M.R.C.V8), to Bristol to investigate matters 
at that port, where the Irish animals concerned 
were landed. 


MINISTER’S HOPE. 


Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
interviewed on the subject by an Jrish Times 
representative last night, said that he was 
confident that the British ports would be re- 
opened to Irish cattle in a day or two. It 
had been established that the cattle which 
had been shipped to England were: seven, 
eight or more days in that country before 
they contracted the foot-and-mouth disease. 

Investigations were not yet complete, but 
the Minister “sg satisfied that Ireland was en- 
tirely free “ ~ the scourge, and that the 
necess7* “a to that effect would be 
fortheo: t immediately.

IRISH PILOT'S 
DEATH. 


INQUEST STORY" OF A> 
FATAL NOSE DIVE. 


- 


The story of the fatal accident to the Irish 
airman, Flight Lieutenant George Howard 
Homer . Scutt, M.C., of the 25th Squadron 
R.A.F., who was killed at the Hawkinge 
Aerodrome, near Folkestone, Kent, was told 
at the inquest last Saturday. It was sated 
that the deceased came from New Ross, Co. 
Wexford. 

Flying Officer Charles Edmund Maitland 
said that on the previous day he was flying 
in formation with two other officers, Witness 
was in command. At about 1,500 feet up 
witness gave the order to dive to 500 feet. 
This was accomplished at an estimated rate of 
150 miles per hour. 

When witness got to 400. feet down he 
noticed that the right-hand machine,which de- 
ceased was piloting, was very nearly behind 
witness... He watched the machine, the right 
wing of which bent up, the machine then 
nosing downto the ground. 

Witness came down in about two minutes 
and saw deceased was dead. Witness said 
that Lieutenant Scutt was regarded as a com- 
petent and safe pilot. He had known him for 
a year and half both in England and at Con- 
stantinople. 

Deceased had been “ in the same machine 
on several occasions. Witness was clearly of 
opinion. that the deceased got out of the 
formation, and, by the fact of his being im- 
mediately behind witness, he came into dis- 
turbed and eddying air caused by his (wit- 
ness’s) machine. 

The machine was thoroughly examived 
before. the flight. Witness was certain his 
machine did not collide or touch deceased’s 
machine. 

The jury returned a verdict of death from 
misadventure.

IRISH RAILWAY THREAT. 


A: SETTLEMENT OF THE 
DISPUTE. 


A settlement has been reached in connection 
with ‘the-threatened strike of locomotive men 
of the Inchicore branch of the National Union 
of Railwaymen employed by the Great 
Southern and Western Railway. 4 . 

The trouble arose over the display of a 
notice by the. company purporting to effect 
changes in “Jink working '" without putting 
into operation the machinery 'which was set 
up and agreed to by the company and the 
men’s Union. 

Mr: James Bermingham, Irish secretary of 
the National Union of Railwaymen, informed 
an Trish Times representative on -Saturday 
that, as the result of a conference with the 
general manager of the company that morn- 
ing, the notice had been withdrawn, and the 
men would carry on their duties as usual. 
The question at issue would be the subject of 
discussion by the railway machinery set up to 
deal with these matters. He was glad that an 
amicable settlement had been arrived at, and 
hoped that both parties would make use of 
the machinery, so that there would be no 
trouble in the future. '“But,” he added, “ we 
are going to stand by the machinery at all 
costs.’

FAMOUS ADMIRAL SUED, 


Rear-Admiral Alexander Davidson, D.8.0. 
(retired), ‘and his wife, were at Wimborne, 
Dorset, ordered to pay £10 15s. 3d., a debt 
for the hire of motor cycles. . 

It was alleged that Mrs. Davidson ordered 
a cycle for her son, Dudley Percy, who was 
eoming home from the Navy. The engineer 
who brought the action put in letters written 
by the admiral, in which he pointed out that, 
although he was not legally liable as his son 
was over age, he regarded the debt as a 
moral obligation and would pay. 

Admiral Davidson said that his son had 
every reason to suppose, apart from prize 
money, that, as he had served in the Royal 
Irish Constabulary as auxiliary cadet, he 
would receive the equivalent of twelve months” 
full pay—something like £360. He only got 
about half that sum, however. Admiral 
Davidson also said that when he wrote 
promising to pay he was in a good post at the 
British Empire Exhibition, otherwise he would 
not have definitely committed himself to the 
extent that he did.
